TWO-CENT STAMP ON CHEQUES 

In the two-cent stamp to be a'ffixed 
to cheques for revenue purposes there 
appears to be a very careless method 
employed in allowing the ordinary 
postage stamp to be used in place of 
a recognized revenue stamp. There 
are such stamps, it is true, aw': with 
their existence there is the anomaly 
that they cannot be used foe postage 
purposes while the postage stamp 
can be used for affixing to cheques. 
It is a peculiar instance of red :a)-e 
methods. 'What is Sauce for the 
goose is not sauce for the gander W 
the official mind, so to speu*. The 
point, however, which calls for atten¬ 
tion, in the methods laid down as to 
the uses of the two-cent stamp, is 
that there cannot be an accurate 
measure of what the two-cent tax on 
cheques will meanNin the net revenue 
gained therefrom. J Again, it is clear 
that, as opposed to general revenue, 
the post office department stands to 
gain, and thereby retains a fictitious 
revenue as against the legitimate one 
from stamps sold for purely postal 
purposes. The use of postage stamps 
as distinct from other stamps on 
cheques is a loose and lax system 
when it comes to determining the 
exact revenue derived from this 
source of taxation which the public 
has a right to know. Nor in the 
methods employed is there a fair 
guide allowed for determining exactly 
how the revenue from the post office 
department stands. 


Hon. J. E. Brownlee, attorney gen¬ 
eral, has made it plain that the gov¬ 
ernment has no intention of creating 
a moratorium in Alberta. There 
seemed to be some misunderstanding 
about this question, but the attorney 
general’s recent statement should 
clear the matter up. The offices of 
Commissioner Fream will be exercised 
in a purely voluntary way, in endeav¬ 
oring to adjust differences between 
debtors and creditors, which should be 
good business for the country, and 
beneficial to all interests.

WANT TO CHANGE LOCATIONS 

The minister of agriculture an¬ 
nounces that his department is in¬ 
vestigating the applications of more 
than one hundred farmers who desire 
to be moved from their present farms 
to new homesteads in northern Al¬ 
berta, on account of their failure to 
make good in their present locations. 
The investigation covers the adapta¬ 
bility of the applicants, for certain 
phases of farming activity, with the 
idea, if possible, of moving them to a 
location that will be suitable for the 
line of farming they desire to follow. 
It is being distinctly stated to all thdt 
their future prosperity, if moved to 
the north, will depend on mixed farm¬ 
ing—principally embracing (besides 
grain) dairying, hog raising, eggs and 
poultry—as a basis of their own living 
and a continuous supply of money. 
When applicants are approved they 
i will be moved free, the provincial 
government, the federal government, 
and the railroads each bearing a share 
of the expense.

I mg ground for the narcotic drug trqde 
of North America. Why should this 
continue ? Cannot our government 
pass a “Harrison” bill as well as thfe 
United States? Are we to continue to 
invite the nefarious trade from the 
United States as we are doing in the 
matter of the race track gambling 
outrage? The states on Canada’s bor¬ 
der prohibit this crime; Canada per¬ 
mits it with impugnity. These things 
are serious blots on our national es¬ 
cutcheon.

NOTES AND COMMENTS 

For the present year the German 
republic’s revenues are officially plac¬ 
ed at 103 billions of marks. * Thfe 
would be large if the marks were gold 
marks worth 24 cents each. But the 
German taxpayer is paying in the 
worthies^ paper marks quoted at 1,400 
to a dollar recently. At that rate of 
exchange Herr Wirth’s government is 
only collecting as a year’s taxes about 
73 million dollars, a mere trifle. 
There are nearly 61 million Germans; 
so the proposed tax is about $1.19 
each. Prior to 1914 the kaiser collect¬ 
ed revenues equal to about 970 mil¬ 
lion dollars a year or nearly $16 each 
for the 65 million people of his em¬ 
pire. The $1.19 bargain counter tax 
is the device of the swash-buckler 
who put all northeastern France to 
the torch to avoid buckling down to 
work and the fulfillment of his prom¬ 
ises. And he whines of inability to 
pay anything for indemnities while 
the real wefclth of Germany is allowed 
by its government to escape. 

Compare the little German 73-mil- 
lion-dollar tax with Canada’s $203,- 
107,918 of the year ending September 
30, last. That equals $23 for each of 
us, as against $1.19 each from the 
Germans. Americans are being taxed 
at the rate of $37 each and the peo¬ 
ple of Great Britain even more 
heavily. But Germany with her great 
wealth in industrial plants, mines, 
farms, buildings and productive ca¬ 
pacity of her mechanically minded 
people, dodges these burdens assumed 
by other countries. Her pretense of 
payment is a mockery of the solemn 
covenant under which she .laid down 
and escaped punishment in November, 
1918.

Premier Greenfield was the speaker 
at the Sunday services of the Uni¬ 
versity Y.M.C.A. at Edmonton. The 
large convocation hall was well filled 
with students, staff and townspeople. 
The premier’s address was a splendid 
sample of terseness, coupled with 
sound advice to the Student body. 
Two or three thoughts expressed by 
the Premier should go to all parts of 
the province: 

“What is the function of a univer¬ 
sity. Briefly it is this—to teach men 
and women how to live.” 

“Complete living cannot be a living 
with one’s self alone. It is not enough 
to acquire education, you must use it, 
not only for yourself, but you must 
pass it along to others.” 

“I think you will understand better 
when I tell you that I myself have not 
had the privilege of a university edu¬ 
cation. Recently I spoke at convoca¬ 
tion. I took occasion to say that the 
week before I had been walking 
through the halls of Toronto univer¬ 
sity. It was brought home forcibly 
then what it meant to a man to have 
a university education, and all too 
few of the young people of this prov¬ 
ince enjoy the opportunities and the 
privileges which you enjoy here to¬ 
day”. 

“There is one thing that I think 
should always be brought home to 
you students: That is, that your 
education and training in this uni¬ 
versity is made possible by those peo¬ 
ple who, either because they cannot 
afford it, or because of some other 
reason, are unable to give their own 
children the priviledge which you 
enjoy.” 

“We need men and women who will 
reach out beyond themselves into civic 
and political life. I don’t know of 
anything which needs the grasp and 
understanding of trained men and 
women to the same extent that our 
public life does today. Men and women 
who have that ability, who have that 
vision, should enter public life as a 
duty, and not shrink fronj it”. 

“My message this morning is, 
measure up to your opportunities. 
Measure up to your privileges. Real¬ 
ize your responsibilities and go out to 
meet them. Don’t wait till respon¬ 
sibility is forced upon you. Make the 
complete life yours. I do not know of 
any period in history which has need¬ 
ed men with a clearer conception of 
that complete life than the period we 
are passing through today. The field 
today is ripe for men with a zeal for 
service to their fellows, and those 
men are all too few.” 

' LOWER TAXATION 

Ranchmen and stockmen in the 
southeastern districts of Alberta wait¬ 
ed upon the members of the assess¬ 
ment equalization board in Medicine 
Hat on Thurday and strongly advo¬ 
cated a reduction of taxation on graz¬ 
ing land in unorganized areas 
throughout the province. Meetings 
had been held at Lethbridge, High 
River, Cochrane, Calgary and Medi¬ 
cine Hat by the board and invaluable 
information had been compiled, which 
will be passed on to the government 
prior to the coming session in Decem¬ 
ber. The following resolution was 
passed: 

“Whereas, it is now evident that 
the ranching industry is being carried 
on in the southeastern portion of the 
province under conditions' which are 
so serious that unless relieved to a 
substantial and material extent in 
the way of a reduction in the assess¬ 
ment and tax rate if provided without 
delay, the industry will be crippled 
to such an extent that operations 
must practically cease or be con¬ 
ducted at an annual financial loss, 
and will undoubtedly prevent further 
development of the industry on the 
part of the incoming settlers, intend¬ 
ing to engage in such industry. 

-“We, therefore, point out the ur¬ 
gent necessity of the legislature at 
its next session to amend the existing 
taxation as to provide for a reduc¬ 
tion In the tax rate in the various 
classes of taxes, as well as giving the 
authority to the department of muni¬ 
cipal affairs to grade or classify the 
various lands, whether deeded or held 
under lease and used for ranching’ 
purposes.”

Fire losses in Canada during the 
week ended October 25 are estimated 
by the Monetary Times at $604,200, 
compared with $611,000 the previous 
week.

Ninety per cent, of the output of 
British Columbia’s lumbeer mills is 
now being purchased by China and . 
Japan. The prairie provinces were 
formerly the chief outlet for this 
province’s lumber. So insistent is the 
demand from the Orient that 96 per 
cent, of the coast mills are said to be 
sold out a month ahead. 

Canadian milling has -first place in 
the manufacturing industries of Can¬ 
ada with a production running into 
$260,000,000 annually, according to a 
statement made by Hon. J. A. Robb, 
minister of trade and commerce. With 
the exception of about $3,000,000 
worth of stocks, bonds and securities, 
all the stock in this industry is held 
in Canada. 

One thousand, seven hundred and 
thirty-five cars of coal, or approxi¬ 
mately 69,400 tons, were loaded at 
and shipped out of the Drumheller, 
Rosedale and Wayne cool fields last 
week, which is considered the record 
output, during one week for some 
years, according to information re- j 
ceived Friday from the division | 
freight agent’s office of the Canadian 1 
National railways. 

The construction of a match fac-1 
tory that will entail the expenditure , 
of $1,000,000, has been considered by 
officers of the E. B. Eddy company.. 
The initial plans, it is stated, provide j 
for the erection in Hull of the most, 
modern match factory in the British 
Empire. There is a possibility, how¬ 
ever, of the Eddy company erecting 
the factory at Deseronto, where the 
company acquired, some months ago, 1 
a small match factory. 

Coal operators in the Lethbridge 
district are experiencing great diffi¬ 
culty in filling the numerous orders! 
which they have received during the 
pa?t month. Shipments from the 
mines are averaging a trifle over 200 
cars daily, or about eight or nine I 
thousand tons. Lack of skilled op¬ 
erators and development work in the 
collieries during the strike is given 
by the operators as the reason for 
their not beng able to cope with the 
situation. 

P. Bums, the cattle king of Alberta, 
is not at all pessimistic over the cat¬ 
tle situation, and in a.long interview 
given to the press advises cattle own¬ 
ers to discard their apprehensions be¬ 
cause the United States has done its 
utmost to prohibit Canadian livestock 
from crossing the line. He declares 
that Great Britain can furnish an ex¬ 
cellent market, if the proper kind of 
cattle is shipped there. It is all a 
matter of educating Afce cattle raisers 
to develop the animal which the Brit- , 
ish buyer and consumer want. 

More than 1,200,000 fish eggs of the 
different species were collected by the 
hatchery branch of the department of 
marine and fisheries in 1921. In addi¬ 
tion to the eggs collected by the de¬ 
partment, 600,000 rainbow trout eggs 
and 980,000 speckled trout eggs were 
purchased from commercial firms; 
507,000 rainbow trout eggs, 200,000 
cuttthroat trout eggs, 800,000«»peckled 
trout eggs, and 86,000 brown trout 
eggs were received from federal and 
state departments of the United 
States in exchange for Atlantic sal¬ 
mon eggs. A surplus collection of 
1,568,000 salmon trout eggs, included 
in the above statement of federal col¬ 
lections from the hatchery at Wiarton, 
'was turned over to the provincial 
hatchery at Sault Ste. Marie.

GRAIN GROWERS’ GRIEVANCES 


The farmers of the Northwest are 
not getting a square deal in the dis¬ 
posal of their wheat, says the To¬ 
ronto Globe. A Winnipeg shipper 
complained a few days ago that vessel 1 
owners on Lake Superior discrimi¬ 
nated against the shipment of Can¬ 
adian wheat through Canadian lake 
ports to the extent of one-half cent 
a bushel. This difference comes out 
of the pocket of the farmer. More¬ 
over this shipper stated that vessel 
owners insisted upon insuring the 
cargo through companies which 
charge double the rates which the 
shippers could obtain elsewhere. 
Again the difference comes out of the 
pocket of the farmer. 

Another gross injustice to the far- 
'fner is related by W. D. Dunlop in a 
letter to the Yorkton Press. He 
shipped a car of wheat which graded 
No. 1 Northern to one of the leading 
grain companies operating on the 
Winnipeg Grain Exchange, with in¬ 
structions to sell, which was done on 
September 11. Mr. Dunlop continues: 

“The cash price thi*c day was 9814 
cents, but when returns came in it was 
paid for at 8514 cents, 13 cents per 
bushel below the market price on that 
day. I saw the manager of this 
company and he informed me that the
